Rocks Off Sydney. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 31.— lstra- 
lian advices brought by the steamship Mo- 
nowall are to the effect that on the 8th inst.

The Spanish Consul-General Appeals to 
the United States Marshal to In- 
tercept Oapt. Dillon. 


NEW YORK, August 3L—A morning pa- 
per says emissaries of the Spanish Goverh- 
ment went to New Lendon, Conn., last 
night on information for gvhich the Con- 
sul-General of Spain in this city paid $100, 
to the effect that a Cuban filibustering ex- 
pedition is on the point of sailing from 
Gardiner’s Bay, opposite New London. 
The information implicates Captain Dil- 
lon, of renown in similar undertakings dur- 
ing revolutionary troubles in Hayti, now 
commanding the steamer Commodore, of 
170 tons 8 which has hitherto been 
2 td Hes that the captain is taking 
on at Gardiner’s Bay are declared to be 
arms and ammunition made up in packages 
to simulate ordinary merchandise as con- 


tents. 

The ostensible purchase of the commo- 
dore was given out as a fishing expedition 
to Southport, N. C., and with this alleged 
object, the work of engaging a crew for 
the vessel has been going on in this city 
for some time. ; 

The news of the preparation was taken 
to the Spanish Consulate-General in Stone 
street, and such evidence was furnished by 
the informant that no hesitation was ap- 
parent on the part of the officials in tender- 
ing him the sum of $100 in appreciation 
of e service. The equipment of the Com- 
modore was said to be formidable, and it 
was also stated that before another day 
had passed she would be cleared at New 
London for the North Carolina port, but 
with her nose pointed straight for the eastp 
ern end of Cuba, —— the insurgents are 
virtually in control. 

Seer Arturo Baldasano, the Consul-Gen- 
eral, immediately took steps to intercept 
Captain Dillon: He dispatched several men 
to New London, with Instructions to com- 
municate immediately on arrival with the 
United States Marshal of the district and 
libel the Commodore to prevent her depart- 
ure, pending investigation by the Federal 
authorities. 


AID FOR CUBA. 


The Isthmian Press Warmly in Favor 
of Helping the Belligerents. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—A World dispatch 
from Colon, Colombia, says: 

Efforts have been made to induce Colom- 
bia to recognize the Cuban insurgents as 
belligerents, but thus far without success. 
The isthmian press is strongly in favor of 
it. Referring to Russia's ift to Mone- 
tenegro of thirty thousand rifies and fifteen 
million cartridges, the Isthmian press says: 
“Such a gift to the Cubang would immense- 
ly aid in their struggle for liberty. Several 
nations would help the Cubans if inter- 
national law did not prevent. But for inter- 
national law, the new Republic of Cuba’s 
flag of freedom would float to-morrow over 
every fortification in Cuba, which to-day 
bristles with Spanish guns.“ 


IN FEAR OF A FAMINE. 


Guatemalans Moving to the Coast to 
Avoid Interior Distresses. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—A special te the 
World from Guatemala says: 

There is great scarcity of all kinds of food 
products in the interior. People are moving 
to the coast to avoid starvation. Butchers 
are taking advantage of the scarcity of 
meat to sell beef from old and sick cattle 
at 75 cents a pound. The authorities are do- 
ing nothing to correct the abuse. 


Stubborn Banana Planters. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—A._ special to the 
World from Colon says: 

The planters about Bocas del Toro are al- 
lowing the bananas to rot on the trees 
rather than sell for the New York market 
at locdl purchasers’ prices. 

The local press, referring to Gen. Casa- 
bianca’s military ispection of the Bocas del 
Toro says the General has given orders 
which insure increased efficiency and bet- 
ter protection in case of future trouble. 


TO FIGHT THE MATCH TRUST 


St. Leuis Wholesale Grocers Object to 
Its Iron Rules, 


A fight has been begun by the St. Louis 
wholesale grocery trade against the Dia- 
mond Match Co., better known as the 
Match Trust. Several wholesale grocers 
have refused to renew their contracts with 
the trust, and others are said to contemplate 
a similar step. 

The Diamond Match Co. has factories in 
St. Louis, Dayton, O., and at points in New 
Jersey. The company has an enormous 
capitalization and was for many years in 
control of the match situation, as no opposi- 
tion existed. Under these conditions the 
trust was dictatorial in its dealings with the 
jobbng trade, threatening if any other 


matches were handled by the jobbers, to cut 
off their supplies. This meant much in- 
convenience to the trade for a long time, as 
none but foreign matches were to be had 
and those only at high prices, owing to the 
prohibitory tariff. thin the past two 
years opposition factories have sprung up in 
all parts of the count and the jobbing 
trade can get full supplies of matches at 
lower or even prices. 

The agreement or contract the Diamond 
Match Co. has heretofore forced the whole- 
sale ers to sign uired them to make 
affidavit that for the six months 
they had not handled any but the 
matches made by that co 
had been “good boys“ durin 
wholesale grocer put it, and lived strict- 
ly up to their agreement, and no complaints 
had been made by co ng , the 
trust paid them a meager rebate the total 
amount of their sales, This rebate con- 
stituted the sole profit on sales, ag the 
matches were 80 the long price, and 
if the slightest dereliction was proven that 
profit was cut off. 

The jobbing trade is highly indignant over 
the situation and many of the heaviest 
handlers of matches will herea! 
position matches which, it is claimed, ars 
e respect equal in quality to those made 
by the trust. 

Among the firms which have refused to re- 
new the annual contract, recently expired 
are the James M. Houston Grocer Co. and &. 
L. Buschmann & Co. Others will take the 
same step.

The local attorneys George D. Rey- 
nolds and W. M. Kinsey investigated and 
discovered that no record of the copyright 
had been made nor had one been issued, 

Without ge sy, Messrs. Balmer and

was dy violence robbed of its temporal 
possessioas and the Sovereign Pontiff of 
that freedom of action so necessary for the 
welfare of the church.” 

The clergy are instructed to gather their 
people in the churches on Sept. 3, and to 
offer prayers for the peace, prosperity and 
triumph of the Holy Church, and for the 
liberty and independence of the Holy See.” 
The priests are permitted to select the 
prayers and to have the exposition and ben- 
ediction of the sacrament. 

The Archbishop concludes his letter with 
the statement that if Catholic. societies 
choose to put their sentiments in resolu- 
tions, he will take pleasure in sending them 
to the Pope. 

Archbishop Kain said, in explanation of 
his letter, that similar action has been 
taken by all Roman Catholic bishops the 
world over. The demonstrations to be made 
in Italy, Sept. 20, in honor of the capture 
of Rome have influenced the action on the 
part of Catholics.

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THE FREE BRIDGE PROJECT. 


There is nothing that St. Louis needs 
or her people want more than a free 
bridge. 

But the St. Louis people have hag a 
bitter experience in the matter of get- 
ting one. They have been duped into sup- 
porting an alleged free bridge project 
and defrauded out of charters and priv- 
lleges of great value which have since 
become the instruments of monopoly for 
fresh oppression. They will therefore 
require a feasible plan and guarantees 
that the bridge will be permanently free 
“before moving in its favor or consenting 
to the granting of a charter or a single 
privilege. 

In so far as the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation can devise a feasible plan with 
guarantees of free competition it will 
have the hearty good will and aid of the 
people. But the reputed plan of having 

the bridge built by the city is beset with 

difficulties. It requires a charter amend- 
ment and special laws. It requires the 
consent of the people to additional tax- 
ation and the problem of management 
must be solved. 

All honest efforts to get a free bridge 
which will stay free are assured of sup- 
port, but St. Louisans will not stand any 
more bridge jobbery. They have suf- 
fered enough from that. 


THE PHYSICAL WOMAN. 


An effort is being made by an Eastern 
follower of Schopenhauer to show that 
the woman of this century is defective in 
physical development; that she is spindle- 
shanked and without musole, and that 
she has degenerated considerably from 
her original] state. 

However true this may be in the ex- 
treme Wast—and even that is to be 
doubted—it is certainly not true of the 
Western woman.

situation at Jackson’s Hole the record 
of atrocious and unpunished crimes 
against Indians will be increased by the 
Jackson’s Hole murders. 

Both of these officials add their testi- 
mony to the overwhelming evidence al- 
ready submitted that the whites were 
the aggressors and that the cause. of the 
trouble was the wanton murder of un- 
Offending Indians by the whites. But 
both agree that it is useless to expect 
the punishment of the murderers, no 
matter how clear the evidence of their 
guilt. No officials, Federal, State or 
county, they affirm, will hold or try the 
criminals. District Attorney Clark names 
the United States Commissioner 45 an 
official who would be certain to release 
the accused persons should they be 
brought before him. 

Ig this to be the end of these crimes? 
Are officials, known to be so biased-that 
the uselessness of bringing the murder- 
ers of Indians before them for trial is 
publicly admitted, to be allowed to re- 
main in office? Shall the United States 
give. notice that the Indians who are 
under their special protection may be 
murdered at will with impunity? 

If this is the way the law is to be ad- 
ministered it would be better to outlaw 
the Indians at once and throw them to 
the dogs. We shall not then at least 
be guilty of the cruel hypocrisy of pre- 
tending to give them the protection of 
the law while failing to enforce the law 
for their protection. 


BUDDENSEIK BUILDINGS. ; 


The Coroners jury has returned a 
verdict of guilty against the contractor, 
foreman, architect and building inspect- 
ors who were connected with the erection 
of the Ireland death trap on West Broad- 
way, New York, the collapsing of which 
killed fifteen workmen. It is to be hoped 
that the Court before which these men 
will be tried will inflict the full penalty 
the law allows, Only in this way will 
it be possible to check the growing care- 
lessness of builders and building inspect- 
ors. It is all very well for Chicago to 
claim that the system of steel construc- 


is so vastly superior to other systems 
that buildings put up under it “are fire 
proof, wind proof, earthquake proof.” 
The collapse of the New York death trap 
proves that scamp work under this sys- 
tem is even more dangerous than if the 
building contained no steel columns, 
girders and fire bricks. 

It is a fact that all large cities—New 
York certainly, and St. Louis especially— 


such full and exact provisions for the 
safe and proper erection of buildings, 
that when one collapses it is absolutely 
certain that there has been criminal 
neglect, and that the city authorities re- 
sponsible for inspection are among the 
guilty parties. The sections of the Re- 


and thorough going that if conscientious 
men were uniformly chosen for this im- 
portant office, St. Louis would never 
have to fear for the safety of its build- 
ings. Yet within the last few weeks 
two school’ buildings have been erected 
which are below the standard required 
by the ordinance, other buildings have 
been put up without anv permit, and 
long since this ordinance was adopted 
Chicago builders were allowed to come 
here and put up a death trap on Wash- 
ington avenue, the collapse of which 
still furnishes that thoroughfare With a 
far from picturesque ruin. 

Better than punishing negligence after 
accidents have occurred would be the 
prevention of accidents by the enforce- 
ment of the laws. Men without ability 
or conscience should stand no chance 
of occupying the post of Building In- 
spector.
